Tfie Winter

The beautiful days o£ Indian sum- 


mer must not deceive us. They are 
the forerunners of winter. And they 
jenerally provide the last good op- 
lortunity of making adequate pre- 
paration for the days when the cold 
and the snow are upon us. 


The time to 
provide 
protection 


from the winter's cold is now. There 
are many who leavo their prepara- 
.ions uctil the extreme weather is 
here, such delay causing much suf- 
'ering to animals. 
And often the 


sudden onrush of cpld weather and i 
snow makes the building of necessary | 
shelter nearly impossible. The time 
to get buildings in shape for the win- 
ler is before winter comes. 


Investigations 
around the state 


show many barns unfit for the hous- 
ing of aniinals. The samo is true of 
chicken coops, hog houses, dog ken- 
nels, and other places where animals 
are kept. These buildings should be 
well banked upon the outside with 
straw or manure and lined on the in- 
side with heavy building paper.

It 


is ordinarily bought by a speculator, 
held in warehouses for higher prices, 
and may be sold back and forth a 
dozen times at a profit each time be- 
fore it finally reaches the hand of the 
manufacturer who must use it. Edi- 
son's plan would enable the farmer 
to bold his crop by paying a small 
warehouse ' or storage 
charge and

month.

tain amount of speculation, but
